3 Central Time in the Pine Lounge of the Illini Union.

8 Call to Order 

9 President Dickey called the meeting to order at 7:00PM 

10 Quorum Call 

11 At 7:01PM, President Dickey called for quorum. Quorum was established. 

12 Approval of the Minutes 

13 Motion to approve the minutes. In a vote of 27-1-1 the minutes are approved. 

14 Amend/Approve Agenda 

15 Public Comment 

16 Ali and Kayla address the body. They are from Colleges Against Cancer. They speak about 

17 different events that they have coming up. They inform the body about cutting hair and the 

18 instructions for people who want to cut their hair. Shawn Gordon addresses the body. He speaks 

19 on behalf of the Campus Governmental Affairs Committee. 

20 Member Comment 

21 Senator Neimark addresses the body. She says that everyone should have a survey on their 

22 compass accounts. Senator Howard speaks about the denial of his resolution for the lapel pins. 

23 He says to see him after the meeting if you would still like a lapel pin. Senator Saldivar speaks 

24 about Illini Rock the Vote and thanks everyone for coming out. Senator Lear talks about the 

25 passing of the resolution for the Salaita decision. Senator Lynch addresses the body and informs 

26 everyone that the Ammons debate will not happen. The committee is down to eight members. 

27 Officer Announcements 

28 Treasurer Grubczak speaks about the budget which he will have next week. He encourages 

29 senators to join the Financial Affairs Committee. Vice President Internal Hochman addresses the 

30 body. There are 10 vacancies which they are trying to fill. It's On Us campaign should be 

31 happening soon. Vice President External Hill addresses the body. He thanks everyone for going 

32 to mini Rock the Vote and everyone who helped out. He talks about new senators setting up 

33 bios. He speaks about updating the website and the new skin design. He is going to send out a 

34 link for ISS quarter zips and also polos. President Dickey addresses the body. He speaks about 

35 the Ad-Hoc committee for CUMTD. He also informs the body of the Stakeholders meeting and 

36 that Parking Masters Plan is looking for representations. He speaks about the Illinois Campus 

37 Engagement Summit, and he describes how it went. He states that Student Life Committee will 

38 meet next Wednesday. 

39 Executive Orders 

40 a. EXO.2015.12 Committee Appointments 5 

41 This is to make James Tandaric the Chairman of the Sub-Committee on Cultural, 

42 International, and Minority Student Affairs. Vice President Internal Hochman moves to 
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1 add Samuel Leroy to the Campus Affairs Committee. In a vote of 25-1-8, Samuel Leroy 

2 is added. In a vote of 27-0-7, the amendment passes. 

3 Resolutions for Action 

4 a. FA.2015. 11 Homecoming Parade 2014 

5 Treasurer Grubczak explains the budget. Senator Howard asks about decorations that 

6 were used last year that can be used this year. President Dickey steps down because he 

7 has extremely strong feelings about the float. Senator Lear explains how the float actually 

8 works. President Dickey moves to strike the float and decorations. He explains that it is 

9 extremely costly for something that is going to be used once. Vice President External Hill 

10 moves to amend the amendment for decorations. In a vote of 29-1-3 the amendment to 

1 1 the amendment passes. Senator Rausin says that she has a white pick-up truck on campus 

12 that the senate can use. In a vote of 26-3-5, the float is stricken from the resolution. 

13 Senator Lear believes we do not have enough candy. Senator Lynch moves to postpone 

14 the discussion until next meeting. In a vote of 3-27-4, the senate furthers the discussion. 

15 Senator Seymour moves to remove stickers, cards, and gift bags. Senator Lewis does not 

16 agree because he believes it is beneficial to the senate. Vice President External Hill says 

17 that we are representing the student body to the community. In a vote of 8-20-5, the items 

18 remain on the resolution. Senator Lear suggests to hand out condoms during the parade. 

19 In a vote of 6-23-2, condoms will not be added. In a vote of 25-5-2, this resolution 

20 passes. 

21 b. IA.2015.08 Bylaw Amendment 

22 Senator Lear suggest that these sub committees be moved under the campus affairs 

23 committee. In a vote of 20-3-9 this resolution passes. 

24 Resolutions for Information 

25 a. I Clicker Appropriation 

26 Vice President Internal Hochman speaks about new iClickers. Senator Scanlan asks what 

27 will happen to the old iClickers. Senator Neimark speaks about the prices and suggests 

28 buying them from the bookstore because they are cheaper. 

29 b. Student Alumni Ambassadors Event CO-Sponsorship: Cocoa on the Quad 

30 Treasurer Grubczak asks what the student ambassadors are helping with the event. Vice 

31 President External Hill states that they are planning the event. 

32 c. Creation of an Ad-Hoc Committee on the College of Medicine 

33 This was approved at the Academic Senate. There is still a lot of planning to go into the 

34 College of Medicine. 

35 d. Teaching Excellence Awards PR Fund Allocation 

36 Senator Neimark asks others to encourage students to make nominations. There will be a 

37 raffle for those who put in nominations. Senator Lear asks if raffles are valid. Advisor 

38 Kurtz informs the senate that this type of raffle is permitted.

2 Senator Lynch speaks about quorum in committees and the specific rules for quorum.

14 administration made over the hiring process of Dr. Steven Salaita, and 
15 

16 Whereas, the Illinois Student Senate, as the "Official Voice of the Student Body", has a duty to 

17 advocate for the entirety of the Student Body, yet no consensus exists among the students, and 
18 

19 Whereas, the decision was made under surprising and unprecedented circumstances, and 
20 

21 Whereas, what is at stake is the reputation and community of our University, and in addressing the 

22 polarity on our campus in this present time, it is most critical to reflect upon the entirety of the 

23 decision, and 
24 

25 Whereas, the most critical point of consensus lies within the infringement of the hiring process, the 

26 disregard for department/unit autonomy, and the current time table of the hiring process and 
27 

28 Therefore, let it be resolved, that this Senate does vehemently insist that the appointment processes 

29 for all faculty, staff, and administrators are completed before their scheduled start dates on campus, 

30 and 
31 

32 Let it further be resolved, that this Senate recognizes the ongoing nature of the problem at hand and 

33 does further insist that the Campus Senates, the Campus Administrations, and the Board of Trustees 

34 work to reform the Statutes based appointment process to create a fair, well defined balance of power 

35 and restore the reputation and sense of community at our University and 
36 

37 Finally, let it be resolved, that a copy of this resolution be forwarded to the Office of the American 

38 Indian Studies Program, the Chairman of the Board of Trustees, the Office of the President, the 

39 Office of the Chancellor, the members of Executive Committee of the Senate of the Urbana- 

40 Champaign Campus, the Committee on Academic Freedom and Tenure of the same, the full 

41 membership of the Senate of the Urbana-Champaign Campus, Ad Hoc Committee on Hiring Policies 

42 and Processes, the Office of Equal Opportunity and Access, the Campus Faculty Association, the 

43 Graduate Employees Organization, the Daily Illini, and the News-Gazette.

30 difference, everyday," and

32 Whereas, one of the core components of It's On Us campaign is disseminating the message 

33 across college campuses and encouraging students to take the sexual assault prevention pledge,

9 should work. 

10 c. Standing Rules: Will be discussed in Internal Affairs.
